Washington, July 10.— President Wilson in presenting the peace 
treaty with Germany 
to the se n a te today declared 
a league of free 
nations had became a practical n ecessity to w hich 
framers of 
the 
treaty felt obligated to turn “as an 
indispensible 
instrumentality 
for the maintainence of the new order it has been their purpose to 
set up in the world.” 


The ‘'most 
skeptical” of the peace 
conferees 
at 
Paris, 
the 
president said had turned more and more to the league as discus­ 
sion progressed in seeking solution of the problems 
that 
arose 
in 
framing the terms of 
the treaty itself. 
“The fact that the covenant of the league was the first substan­ 
tive cart of the treaty to be worked out and agreed upon” the presi­ 
dent said. “while all else was in solution helped to make the formula, 
tion of the rest easier.” 


Mr. Wilson said the agreem ent on the covenant had given the 
conferees to believe their work w a s to be permanent, and the most 
p ractical among them “were at last the most ready to refer to the 
L eague cf Nations the superintendence of all 
interests, 
which 
did 
not a d m it of immediate determination, and 
of 
all 
administrative 
problems which would require a continuing oversight.”

The League of Nations was th? practical 
statesm an’s 
hope 
success in many of the most d ift cult things he was attempting. 
When the president entered the senate chamber escorted by a 
com m ittee of senators the crowded galleries rose and cheered in dis­ 
regard of the rules. 


The president mounting to the 
vice president's seat spoke brief­ 
ly with Vice-president Marshall a s the cheering continued, punctua. 
ted with rebel yells. 


President W ilson’s address, which required forty minutes to de­ 
liver, w as devoted almost wholly to the League of Nations. “Ameri­ 
can isolation.” the president said, "ended 20 years ago at the close of 
the war with Spain. 
Fear of American motives now also had end­ 
ed,” he declared. 


“There can be no question of our ceasing to be a world power,” 
caid Mr. Wilson. 
“The only question is whether we can refuse the 
moral leadership that is offered us whether we shall accept, or reject 
the confidence of the world. 
The 
war and peace conference, in his 
opinion the president said, had already answered that question, “and 
nothing but our mistaken action c 
alter it.” 


“After the end of the great w a r . ’ the president said, “every en­ 
lightened judgment demanded that, at 
whatever 
cost 
of 
indepen­ 
dent 
action every government that took thought for its people, or 
for justice, or for ordered freedom should lend itself to a new pur­ 
pose and utterly destroy the old order of international policy.” 
“ Statesmen find difficulties in 
accomplishing this purpose,” the 
president continued, “but the people could see none and could brook 
no denial.. The League of Nations,” he added, “was not merely an 
instrument to adjust and remedy old wrongs under a new 
treaty 
of 
peace: it w as the only hope for mandkind.” 


“ It had not been easy.” the president said. “to grasp the new or­ 
der of ideas on the old. and some of the fruits of the grafting may, I 
fear, for a time be bitter. “ But w ith very few exceptions,” he add
